for the fift of Auguſt. 
offipzing. Graunt him a long, apzoſperous,and 
Happy raigne amidft thine Jſrael, make glad his 
ſoule with thy grace, fill full his cup, and vpon 
his head let his Crowne flouriſh, Do ſhall wee 
thy humble ſuppliants, his loyall and louing 
Subiects,yeelde thee pzayſe and thanks foz him: 
So ſhall the King retoyce in thy ſaluation: and 
both Pꝛince and people continually ſh all ling vn · 
to thee new Songs of toy and deliverance , mag⸗ 
nilying and pꝛailing thy moſt holy Name foz 
thy ſweet and tender care,p2ouidence, 
and pzotection ouer vs. 
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
